in many respects is more remarkable than any. 
We\do not. mean to institute. any invidious 
comparison; but we states fact. There ‘is 
such a Variance in the decisions in each Dis- 
trict and in. each Court that it amounts to an 
almost absolute substitation of the discretion 
of the Judge'for both the common law and the 
statute. The-consequence is that every case 
of any importance has to be carried to the 
Court of Appeals in order to get's final and 
satisfactory. decision. But as all cases go to 
the Court of Appeals, the. Supreme. Court. and 
all the othérs, ponderous machines though they 
be, are thus degraded into the humble position 
of referees for the taking of evidence. If the 
suitor is rich enough and courageous enough 
to appeal, he has to wait two years, and justice 
is thus delayed ; if he cannot appeal, he feels 
that justice ig denied him. 

‘The common law has always, both here and 
in its birth-place, been considered a vague'and 
uncertain thing. It was necessarily so in the 
beginning, for the simple reason that it was 
but oral tradition. .It.was reduced to a syatem, 
and principles framed out of it, bye series of 
able judges administering it for some hundreds. 
of years. By strict adherence to precedent— 
one of the objections to it, its uncertainty, lost 
a great part of its force. To have to look for 
it in hundreds of volumes. of. reports. is, .no 
doubt, a great evil; but to have it. lodged in 
the heads of some_score of judges, each judg-. 
ing on his own responsibility, and without any 
respect ‘for’ his predecessors, and. without 
peying ‘any attention to his colleagues, | 
is @ worse evil “still. In Bngland, «though | 
there ar¢ four courts, all of which weigh heavily ' 
on mankind, there is sufficient: uniformity in 
the decisions, and conséquenily ‘sufficient clear- 
ness in theJaw, to make most people satisfied 
with one trial. . The. cases which are carried to 
the House of Lords are, few in mumber,” The 
reasons are obvious, All the judges of the 
English Court are’ men who,: when. they..were
